The Japanese were ad- 


mitted today to be closing

GROWN SUCCESSFULLY 
ON FLEMING FARM 


Hubert Elder, operator of the 


R. D. Fleming {arm south of Cor- 
slcana, has 
successfully 
grown 


Rhodes grass in cooperation with 
tho Navarro-Hill Soil Conservation 
District. 


This grass, native to South Af- 


rica, is fine stemmed, very leafy, 
and grows to an average height of 
about three to four feet. 
It is 


useful for both hay and pasture. 
The number of hay cuttings per 
year have varied from one near 
Washington. D. C. to seven in 
Florida with a yield of 1' to 1 1-2 
tons per acre for each cutting. This 
hny is of very line quality and is 
eagerly eaten by livestock. At no 
place in the United States has it 
become troublesome as a weed. 


Mr. Elder planted a small plot 


at Rhodes grass in March, 1940, 
on clean cultivated land with a 
planter using a cane plate with all 
liut three holes stopped up. The 
grass had grown waist high and 
.natured a heavy seed crop by Ju- 
ly. 
Sinco this time, the grass has 


been 
included 
In a pasture. It 


lurnishes grazing from March to 
frost In the fall. 


Mr. Elder states that the grass 
has survived tho past two winters 
with less than five per cent of the 
stand being killed.
